The University 

The Tulane University of Louisiana, one of the oldest 
of the nation's educational institutions, was founded in 
1834. It is an endowed school, gifts to the endowment 
fund having totaled over $6,000,000. The University, 
in all its departments, is located in the city of New Or¬ 
leans, and comprehends the following: The College of 
Arts and Sciences, the College of Engineering, the H. 
Sophie Newcomb Memorial College for Women, the 
Graduate School, the College of Law, the College of Med¬ 
icine, the College of Commerce and Business Administra¬ 
tion, the Course for Teachers, and the Summer Schools. 

As now constituted, the Tulane University of Louisiana 
is the result of a contract entered into in 1884 by the 
State of Louisiana and the Board of Administrators of 
the Tulane Educational Fund. This contract placed the 
existing University under the perpetual care of the 
Tulane Administrators. 

The University occupies twenty-six buildings, and the 
campus is situated in the heart of the residential section 
of New Orleans, facing St. Charles Avenue. Many of the 
buildings have been constructed within recent years, and 
are in every respect modern in their design and appoint¬ 
ments. 

The Tulane Library contains scientific and literary 
publications, and is a depository of public documents. It 
contains more than 57,000, not including a collection of 
public documents of about 20,000 volumes. The New¬ 
comb Library contains more than 26,000 volumes, includ¬ 
ing a choice selection of books and periodicals on Art 
and Music. The libraries of the College of Medicine and 
the College of Law contain about 20,000 and 10,000 
volumes, respectively. 

The laboratories of the University are well equipped 
for instruction and original research. In addition to the 
highest type of chemical and physical laboratories, 
Tulane has modern and well equipped laboratories for 
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Anatomy; Pathology; Bacteriology; Physiology; Botany; 
Zoology; Pharmacology; Mineralogy; Petrology; Palent- 
ology; Steam, Electrical, Civil, Mechanical and Chemical 
Engineering; Fuel Testing; Gas Analysis; Mechanical 
Arts, and Geology.

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The Tulane University Band 

The Tulane University Band was organized at the be¬ 
ginning of the 1923-24 session. The group consisted for 
the most part of Freshmen. Professor George A. Pao- 
letti, who was director of the Warren Easton High School 
Department of Music, was obtained to direct the boys 
after school hours. When the football season was over 
they practiced classical as well as popular music, but no 
recital was given that year. 

The Student Council contributed nearly $4,000 to the 
band the first year. Part of the money went to buy the 
two-tone blue uniforms that were used steadily for the 
first three years, and part was used to send the band to 
Montgomery for the Auburn game—the first organized 
musical group to represent Tulane. A banquet was given 
at the end of the season and it was decided to make the 
band banquet an annual affair. At this banquet a system 
of awards was proposed, and all the members were 
awarded gold pins in the shape of a music lyre with a 
“T” interwoven. 

The band was reorganized the following year, under 
the directorship of Professor Paoletti. In November, 
Professor Paoletti died, and Dr. Marten ten Hoor, of the 
Tulane faculty, became director. This marked the devel¬ 
opment of the band into a concert organization. With 
less than five months left before the final examination 
period, preparations were made for a concert. So ex¬ 
cellent was the leadership, and so sincere were the band- 
sters, that in April of 1925 the Tulane University Band 
made its debut. 

During the second year the band again made the trip 
to Montgomery, and also to Donaldsonville for the State 
Fair. It played in all the Mardi Gras parades, as in the 
previous year, and gave an open air “Twilight Concert” 
from the steps of the Richardson Memorial Medical 
building.

In the third year the Tulane University Band believes 
to have set a country-wide record in traveling 3,500 miles 
in following the football team to all out-of-town games. 
This included the Northwestern game at Chicago, the 
Auburn game at Montgomery, L. S. U. at Baton Rouge, 
and Centenary at Shreveport. The triumphal march 
from Stagg Field to the hotel, in Chicago, was witnessed 
by more than 75,000 people. This trip, the longest in 
the history of the band, was made possible by the contri¬ 
butions of alumni. 

The band played an important part in the drive for 
a new stadium, by playing the entire week of the drive 
and participating in two parades. Nearly $300,000 was 
raised during the week. The band also took part in the 
parade for the benefit of the Community Chest and the 
School Amendment parade, and led the annual Santa 
Claus parade given by the business men of New Orleans, 
as well as leading four of the annual Mardi Gras parades. 
Two "Twilight Concerts” were given on the campus, and 
one recital was given at City Park, at the request of the 
Park Commission. The band lent its support also to 
numerous Tulane-Newcomb "Campus Night” programs, 
playing popular music and collegiate songs. The Second 
Annual Concert closed the musical season. 

The band has entered upon what promises to be the 
best season of its history. There are now more than fifty 
members, and quite a number on the waiting list. This is 
an increase of 50 per cent over last year’s group. 

The band made only one football trip this season, 
and that was to the Georgia Tech game in Atlanta. It 
played at all the home football games, as in previous 
years, and participated in the dedication of the new 
$300,000 stadium that seats 30,000 people. It also 
played in two campus night programs, and marched in 
two parades—the Community Chest parade and the 
parade commemorating the formal opening of the $2,- 
500,000 Saenger Theatre. The Third Annual Concert 
will be given in April, and the proceeds will be donated 
towards the building fund of the proposed Dixon Hall of 
the Newcomb College of Tulane. The concert this year 
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will be the finest ever attempted by the band. Quite a 
number of the finest importations, including a wonderful 
collection of Wagnerian music, has been loaned to the 
band by the Newcomb School of Music, and some of these 
will be presented at the concert, as well as other classical 
compositions, selections from the operas, and marches 
and lighter music of a high standard. 

Permanent membership in the band is based not only 
on musical ability, but also on scholastic standing, attend¬ 
ance at rehearsals, and the spirit with which the student 
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co-operates in making the band a success.. The band is 
now very well equipped. It has the beginnings of a veiy 
fine library and owns over $1,500 worth of instiuments. 

The band derives its support from four sources. The 
Student Council has appropriated a varying annual sum 
to be used to buy instruments, equipment and uniforms, 
and to pay the salary of the director. The Athletic Coun¬ 
cil contributes generously to the expenses of the band on 
all the football trips on which the band is taken. By 
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marching in the Carnival parades, and by giving an an¬ 
nual concert at Jerusalem Temple, the band earns enough 
to buy awards for its members and to give its annual ban¬ 
quet. The surplus is used to buy classical music. From 
time to time Tulane spirited alumni have made contribu¬ 
tions to help the band reach a desired goal when finances 
were low. 

Tau Beta Phi 

Early in the 1925-26 term, members of the Tulane 
University Band organized a local band fraternity, Tau

Beta Phi. The purpose was to unify in one body a group 
of men having musical ability and who were interested 
in good music and subjects pertaining to music. Only 
members of the Tulane University Band may become 
members of Tau Beta Phi, and only those of high schol¬ 
astic standing are admitted. 

One year later the group petitioned the Student Coun¬ 
cil and the University Council for recognition. These two 
bodies, which govern all student activities at Tulane, 










looked with favor on the group, and recognized them 
officially as a local honorary band fraternity. 

Tau Beta Phi has chosen as its ideal Kappa Kappa 
Psi. It was decided to petition the national fraternity 
for a charter at Tulane, and towards this goal Tau Beta 
Phi has directed its efforts.
